. In thié connection attention is drawn to the following reprint of a notice which 
appeared in the Public Press of the 4th October 1917. 


The Director of the War Trade Department calls attention to the Royal Proclamation 
of September 29th, 1917, prohibiting the export, as from October 8th, 1917, of all goods 
(with the following exceptions) to Sweden, Denmark, Norway and Holland : 


1. Printed matter of all descriptions (which will remain subject to the censorship 
regulations). 


2, Personal effects accompanied by their owner. 


It is not proposed immediately to refuse all consideration of applications for the grant 
of licenses for the export of goods which have not hitherto been prohibited from export to 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, and Holland, but which now become prohibited under the 
Royal Proclamation in question, Exporters are warned, however, that the continuance of 
this arrangement must not be counted upon. The special arrangements in regard to the 
export of goods to Sweden, notified in the announcement issued by the War Trade Depart- 
ment on August 18th, 1916, are withdrawn as from October 8th, 1917, Sweden being thus 
placed on the same footing as the other Scandinavian countries and Holland, This order 
also applies to articles consigned by parcels post.

2. The Committee have now submitted their report accompanied by. a 
volume of appendices, informing-the Government of India at the same time 
that they aré doubtful whether the matter contained in the supplementary 
volume is suitable for publication as it, reproduces literature of a very 
inflammatory character. The Goverhment-of India have examined the 
report carefully and decided to publish it with a few omissions which are 
marked by asterisks. These are made solely in the public interest and do 
not in any way affect the’arguments of the Committee and the conclusions 
which they have reached. For the reason given by the Committee it has been 
decided to withhold from publication the volume of appendices. It is 
manifestly inexpedient that the pernicious matter which it reproduces 
Should obtain publicity; the miserable history of sedition in India ha all 
too often shown, and the report amply testifies, how the seeds of violence are 
first sown, especially in the enthusiastic but inexperienced mind of youth, 
by access to the literature of anarchy and crime. 

8. The report which is unanimous, is based largely on an enormous 
mass of intricate documentary evidence, and gives a full and concise account 
of the origin and growth of revolutionary conspiracy in India, while the 
ramifications of the movement, and the inter-connection of its ns tn. | 
phases in different provinces, are traced with admirable clearness an 
precision. In conclusion the Committee submit their recommendations 
regarding the steps required to meet the difficulties that have arisen and 
these will now be taken into consideration. 

4. In announcing the publication of the report the Governor-General 
in Council: takes the opportunity of expressing his high appreciation of the 
labours of the Committee, and of the manner in which the results of their 
investigations have been presented.

WueEreas by Section forty-three of the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876, 
it is provided that the importation of arms, ammunition, gunpowder or any 
other goods may be prohibited by Proclamation : ; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the importation into the United 
Kingdom of cocaine or of opium should be prohibited except as hereinafter 
provided: — ; ‘ 

Now, THEREFORE, We, by.and with the advice of Our Privy Council in 
pursuance of the said Act and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf, 
do hereby proclaim, direct and ordain as follows :— ;

No. 2264.—In pursuance of section 2 of the Defence of India (Criminal 
Law Amendment) Act, 1915, the Governor-General in Council is pleased to 
direct that the ipliowing amendment shall be.made in the Defence of India 
(Consolidation) Rules, 1915, as subsequently amended :— 

After Rule 24-A of the said Rules the following shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

24-B. (1) No person deemed to be enrolled for general or local military

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6. On the Buphrates Ramadi had been captured in September t 
months from October to December were occupied by the mes ter in tant ree 
in con: idating their ‘forward’ positions ‘and in establishing a sense of 
security amongst the surrounding tribes. Offensive measures were of a 
minor kind and consisted of raids against hostile shaikhs, some of whom 
were smuggling food to the Turks, of air raids, and of reconnaissances along 
both banks of the river and into the desert on either flank. Several bridges 

_were thrown across the river Huphrates and the development of the forward 
area was taken in hand so as to relieve the strain on transport which had to 
bring supplies by road from Baghdad until the railway to Feludja was com- 
pleted on 21st December. 

- During December and January it was evident that the Turks were being 
reinforced, the bulk of their troops being near Hit, and as their strength grew, 
their patrols were pushed downstream as far as Uqbah und Nafata. 1 accord- 
ingly issaed orders to Major-General Sir H. ', Brooking, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., 


commanding the troops on the Euphrates front, to capture Hit and its 
garrison as soon as his arrangements were completed and the state of the 
ground | permitted. My opinion was that there would be no difficulty in 
capturing the town and driving the Turks out of their positions, but that the 
capture of the Turkish force would be a matter of extreme difficulty in 
consequence of their previous experience at Ramadi. 

On 19th February troops were pushed forward to Uqbah which was 
found evacuated and it was ascertained that the Turkish main position was 
two miles above Hit behind a depression known as Broad Wadi, while 
about two-thirds of his troops were 15 miles further upstream at Salahiya. 
I did not wish to commit our troops to serious fighting unless I saw a 
chance of delivering a severe blow against the euemy, and accordingly touch 
was ordered to be maintained by constant patrolling and reconnaissances 
while forward communications were improved and supplies pushed up. 

On March 8th it was discovered that the Turks had vacated their Broad 
Wadi position and were falling back on Salabiya. The troops were accord- 
ingly pushed forward and the Royal Flying Corps which co-operated by 
bombing and machine gun fire caused many casualties and much confusion 
amongst the retreating columns of the enemy and their transport. Hit was 
occupied on the 9th and Salahiya on the 10th, the Turks retreating to Khan 
Baghdadi, 

T then issued orders to drive the enemy ws far as possible from Hit and 
to inflict all possible damage on him. To assist in this object additional 
mobile ei including a cavalry brigade and light armoured motors were 
ordered to Hit with instructions to move by night and conceal themselves 
by day so that the enemy might think that no further advance by my troops 
was intended ; in many other ways, efforts, apparently successful, were made 
to deceive the Turks as to our intentions. mn 

‘On the 26th the plan of operations was to make an attack in strength 
against the enemy's left and to send the cavalry and armoured motor cars 
round his righ flank. Preparations for this attack were nearing completion 
when it became evident that the enemy had already commenced to withdraw 
from their forward positions but intended to make « stand north-west of 
Khan hdadi. Arrangements for assaulting this position were accordingly 
made and under cover of an effective barrage it was carried out at 5-30 P.M.

ve. on tie cavent of fae New Year the weather which had been un- 
expectedly good in December became consistently wet. Continuous opera- 
tions on any large scale were rendered out of the question. and the greatest 
strain was thrown on the lines of communication and supply formations. 

On the north-east front a small column was sent, at the beginning of 
January as far as Pai Tak at the foot of the Tak-i-Girra pass. It met with 
no opposition and on its return occupied Kasr-i-Shirin, ‘Towards the end of 
the month the state of famine to which the Turks had reduced northern 
Persia made it incumbent on me to endeavour to open the main trade route 
via Kirmanshah in order to get supplies to the poor inhabitants of the towns 
and villages and provide them with an outlet for their home manufactures. 
With this object in view I increased the garrison of Kasr-i-Shirin and 
pushed small posts towards Kirmanshah. A large amount of tribal Jabour 
was also employed in improving the road which was in a lamentable state 
of disrepair. The continuance of wet weather up to the present date 
coupled with snow on the high ground east of the Tak-i-Girra pass has 
rendered the maintenance of troops along the road a matter of extreme 
difficulty. 

8. ts addition to the operations on the Diala, Tigris, and Euphrates and 
the activities towards Kirmanshah to which I have referred, numerous 
minor operations have been carried out on all fronts. These consisted 
generally of reconnaissances by cavalry and light armoured motor cars and 
by bombing raids by the Royal Flying Corps. At the end of March man- 
oeuvres under war conditions were carried out ona large scale near Tekrit 
but the Turks in that area withdrew northwards before the arrival of our 
troops, 


9, In the time of my predecessor the Civil Commissioner, Sir Percy 
Cox, had strongly urged that the whole of the Euphrates line from Feludja 
to Nasiriyah should be brought under military and civil control, but at that 
time circumstances did not permit of any extension of our military respon- 
sibilities. By the middle of December 1917, however, the military position 
had completely changed owing to the magnificent . successes gained by 
General Allenby in Palestine. I therefore considered that the time was 
ripe to establish a firm control of the line of the Kuphrates. and by that 
meuns encourage and assist inthe development of the rich agricultural Jands 
in that urea. To thatend Lissued orders for troops to be despatched from 
Nasiriyah and Baghdad to garrison yarious vill es, thus establishing 
through communicatioa by river between Basra and Feludja and controlling. 
the development of local resources throughout the lower Euphrates valley 
The extension of military control over this area was also desirable in order 
that the shaikhs of important towns like Kerbela, Nedjef, Hilla and 
Diwaniya might be brought more. closely into the sphere of British influ- 
ence and that pro-Turk sympathisers might be expelled. <9 al cada 

Oure was taken not to establish troops in either of the religious cities of 
Kerbela and Nedjef, and they were quartered at a distance, The ae igeede 
of Nedjef are for the most. part well disposed holy people but there is in 
addition a proportion of irreconcilables in the town. On 12th ani Pree 
ot these fired on the troops exercising near the town causing a few casu 
Rot wishing to injure*a town which is full of sacred memories for 
Mabomedans I decided to punish two of the leading shailh it sare 

nown to be responsible for the offence, and to levy a heavy fine. The 
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shaikhs however fled before they could be arrested and the y became outlaws. 
The fine was paid. After this incident matters seemed to be going on 
satisfactocily when on 21st March to my great regret the political officer in 
Nedjef, capa W. M. Marshall, was murdered. No reason was given for 
the act as the deceased officer was universally liked. I immediately ordered 
a blockade of the town until all those implicated in the murder were given 
bs and surrounded it by a cordon of military posts joined by barbed wire. 

hile | am prepared to go to extreme measures if necessary, in order to 
exact reparation for so foul a deed, 1 feel confident that by blockade methods 
T shall cause all the delinquents to be surrendered. When these have been 
removed the further punishment of the town will be « matter for subsequent 
consideration. " 

Meantime the development of the Hilla area has proceeded apace. Many 
hundred tons of seed grain have been planted and to assist in bringing the 
harvest into Baghdad a branch line down to Hilla is being made which is 
expected to be open for traffic by the middle of May. I have every confi- 
dence that this scheme will prove beneficial and enable this force to be 
dependent largely on local produce. : 

10. The riverain tribes of the Euphrates had long been independent 
and though the capture of Feludja and Ramadi had produced a very marked 
effect upon them and checked any serious attempt of hostile action, never- 
theless certain minor punitive operations had been necessitated. These took 
the form of despatching small columns of all arms assisted by river gunboats 
by means of which the towers of recalcitrant chiefs were demolished and the 
tribe in question punished. Five such expeditions were sent out from 
Nasiriyah between November and February and were uniformly successful 
Though of a minor nature, nevertheless they taxed the powers of endurance 
of the troops employed. 


ll. A portion of this force is maintained along the Karun river 
piney, to protect the oilfields near Tembi, but also to maintain order in 
Ahwaz, Shushtar and Dizful. In this work the troops have been markedly 
successful, A disturbance occurred at Shushtar on November 2nd during 
which the British Consulate was threatened, but it was quickly and easily 
suppressed, thanks to the energetic action of the officers in responsible 
positions and by the rapidity with which the troops employed performed a 
long and difficult march to the scene of action. 

12. The maintenance of the line of communication defences along both 
the Tigris and Euphrates has been carried out with marked efficiency. 
Though the work has at times been arduous and often more monotonous 
than that of troops employed in forward areas, the inability of enemy agents 
to cause even the slightest damage or delay on the lines of communication 
redounds to the vigilance and credit of all concerned. 

On the Tigris the only trouble caused has been due to losses by theft 
from trains and boats specially between Kurnah and Amarah. This district 
is inhabited by marsh Arabs who in their native swamps are afforded 
complete immunity against attack by land, as they retreat rapidly into their 
boats leaving nothing of value behind. 

The tribes between Basrah and Nasiriyah have been absolutely quiet 
and have made no hostile movement. 

I have nothing but praise for the patrols, railway guards and escorts 
whose work has brought out qualities of self-reliance and devotion to duty. 

_ The defences at Fao have been consolidated and improved, and the 
examination service of ships entering the Shatt-el-Arab bas been effective. 
During the six months under review 581 vessels other than British and 8,466 
hative craft have been examined. 

13. I desire to bring to favourable notice the names of my two Corps 
Commanders, Lieutenant-General Sir R. G. Egerton, K.C.B., K.C.LE., and 
Major-General (temporary Lieutenant-General) Sir A.S. Cobbe, V.C., K.C., 
tact D.S.0., who have rendered me every assistance and have commanded

ft ig nt are also due to the commanders of higher formations and 
staffs ‘for their loyalty and untiring work, and to the gallantry, endurance 
and devotion to dut displayed by regimental officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men of all arms throughout the period under review.

One of the principal features of the lines of communications has been the 
rapid divalapesatys of the port of Basrah by the completion of the ane aed 
and of the first set of wharves earlier planned, us well as the continuance o:

meee period peeania by this despatch contains the worst months of low 
water when every day was wx constant »nxiety with regard to river naa, 
tion, and the river was kept open only by the most unremitting care of the 
buoying establishment. The river-borne tonnage has steadily improved, and 
the organisation of the Inland Water Transport has shown a very, high state 
of efficiency ' re 

Considerable progress has also been shown in the development of the rail- 
ways in all sections of the lines of communication, and in the improvements 
of the river ports of Amarah and Kut-el-Amarah, 

15. The high standard of efficiency displayed by all ranks of the Medical 
Service has been most gratifying to me, and reflects great credit on Surgeon- 
General A. P. Blenkinsop, ¢.B., 6.M.@., my Director of Medical Services. The 
health of the troops has shown marked improvement as compared with the 
corresponding months of 1956-17. The sanitary organization and administra- 
tion has steadily progressed and the standard of comfort and efficiency of the 
hospitals is most satisfactory. : 

The nursing sisters have as always devoted themselves with untiring 
care and zeal to the welfare of the sick and wounded, Through the genero- 
sity and kindness of Her Excellency Lady Willingdon elubs and con- 
valescent homes for these devoted ladies are being established at suitable 
centres. 

1 also wish to take this opportunity of recording my gratitude and tliat 
of all ranks under my command -for the valuable help afforded by the Red 
Cross Society which has resulted in the increased comfort of the troops. 

16. I was lucky to receive a visit, early in March, from Lieutenaut- 
General Sir B. Altham, K.c.B, C.M.G., Quartermaster-General in India, and 
Sir Thomas Holland, K.c.1.8., Head of the Munitions Board, who were thus 
able to see for themselves the wants of the country and the results of the 
efforts made by India to supply our needs. ‘ * 

The work thrown on the administrative services and departments, most 
of which is primarily due to the loug line of communications, has been 
consistently heavy. In spite of distances traversed over a roadless ¢ tuntry 
and of interruptions by floods supplies to the fighting troops have been 
maintained with the utmost precision.

The duties of the Works Department in providing protection for the 
communications to Baghdad and Baghdad itself against floods have proved 
long and arduous and show good progress. It is not perbaps realised that in 
this undeveloped country the only local produce are mud bricks, reeds for 
making mats, lime and bitamen in small quantities, and gravel in isolated 
localities. Every other requirement from a Constractional point of view 
has to be imported. The supply of good drinking water has been well main- 
tained. Automatic suction chlorination is now in general use and mechani- 
cal filtration plants have been or are being erected at all important posts, 


The conduct and administration of the Remount Department is most 
satisfactory and I consider that the remount depot and attached farm at 
Baghdad are models of their kind. 


Owing to the increased area over which this force operates, to the 
amount of animal diseases existing in the territories conquered and to the 
consequent danger of the animals of the force becoming infected it has been 
found necessary to increase the veterinary administrative staff and to form 
extra veterinary hospitals. he results are most gratifying and reflect great 
credit on this Department. 


The Irrigation Department, as sach, has been recently constituted though 
irrigation work was carried out previously, chiefly on the Kuphrates. The 
work done can only be described as extraordinary and I look forward to a 
great development in this direction next year. The excellent results already 
achieved are due to the untiring zeal and energy of all ranks in a country 
where until recently there was no military control, 


'he period has been one of constant construction work and of steadily 
increasing demands on the Railway Department, Floods have caused 
several interruptions, but the service of trains has been maintained with 
great success in face of difficulties inherent to lines rapidly constructed in a 
new country where all material has had to be brought from overseas, 


The Department of Local Resources has in addition to its former duties 
taken over the control of grass farms, the feeding of a civil population, and 
the arrangements for the collection and transportation of the coming harvest. 
Tanneries, and a poultry farm primarily to supply hospitals, are being formed. 
The blockade system has been carefully regulated and ample evidence is 
available of severe shortage of supplies among the Turkish troops resulting 
in increased desertions and loss of moral. The department has been con- 
ducted with considerable ability, ° 


Agriculture has made great progress and my especial thanks are due to 
Mr. C, C. Garbett, 1.0.8,, first revenue officer for the initiative displayed and 
the valuable work done by him in this connection. The latest estimate for 
the coming harvest is most gratifying. I hope by the institution of a 
properly constituted Department of Agriculture and by its co-ordination with 
the Irrigation Department that a very large increase will be shown next year 
in the agricultural development of this country. 


The Postal Services have had to compete with the ever increasing wants 
of this Force and the Department has worked satisfactorily. 


17. The chaplains of all denominations have continued to devote them- 
selves to the spiritual welfare of the troops and have carried out their duties 
to my entire satisfaction. I am indebted also to the Church Army for the 
provision of tents for social and religious purposes which have not only 
aflorded opportunities for recreation to the troops but have assisted the 
chaplains in their work. 


The activities of the Young Men’s Christian Association have extended 
Considerably during the last six months. There are now a total of 70 centres 
and the system of soldiers’ clubs has been initiated throughout the country ; 
I greatly appreciate the excellent work of this society in undertaking the 
Management of these recreational centres which tend so largely to the well- 
being of the troops.

The military developments on both 
flanks have involved a corresponding extension of our political responsibili- 
‘ties. The functions of the civil administration consist. in the extension of 
political control, the exercise of influence on agricultural shaikhs and tribes, 
the levy of revenue in kind, and not least the work connected with Central 
Arabian politics and the local Arab tribes. ‘ 


The administration of the Basrah Vilayet continues to run smoothly on 
what are practically peace lines and satisfactory progress is noticeable in all 
branches. 


20. The Royal Navy has ever been anxious to give me every assistance 
when called upon, and I am grateful to Rear-Admiral D, St, A, Wake, C.B., 
C.LE., and the officers and ratings under his command for their ready co- 
operation. 


21. Lastly, I desire to record my most sincere thanks to my staff and 
technical advisers who have so ably and loyally carried out my wishes. 


Major-General W. Gillman, ¢.B, C.M.G., D.S.0., my Chief of the General 
Staff, has rendered me most loyal and invaluable assistance, whilst during his 
absence on an important mission his place was ably filled by Brigadier-

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Department of Revenue 
and Agriculture (Agriculture), 


THE Government of India have decided to discontinue further purchases 
of wheat for export overseas other than (1) wheat which is absolutely 
necessary on military and Government account and (2) supplies to Meso- 
potamia; and they have under consideration the question of reducing these 
commitments, The Government of India further propose to exercise closer 
control over the export of all other kinds of food grains. These decisions, 
which have been taken in order to conserve for use in the deficit provinces 
in India such supplies of wheat and other foodstuffs as are not immediately 
required for local consumption in those provinces which have a surplus, are 
now to be supplemented by further measures designed to secure the most 
effective distribution to deficit provinces of the supplies of wheat, rice and 
subsequently of other foodstuffs, which are not required for local consump- 
tion in the surplus provinces. For this purpos» the Government of India 
Propose to set up a single cxecutive authority, working directly under them, 
to be designated the Foodstuffs Commissioner. When the Government of 

ndia have, after consultation with the various Provincial Governments, 
decided what quantities of foodstuffs are available for transfer from time to 
time from surplus to deficit provinces, and the maximum prices at which 
such foodstuffs should be purchased, the Foodstuffs Commissioner will 
arrange, through the agency of selected commercial firms, for the purchase 
of the foodstuffs in qyestion in their despatch to-the destinations and con- 
signees indicated by the Directors of Civil Supplies in the deficit provinces. 
>. 2. Initially the operations of the Foodstuffs Commissioner ‘will be 
directed to the question of supplies of wheat and rice, in respect. of. which 
there are already in full working order the two agencies represented by the 
‘heat Commissioner, whose headquarters are in Karachi, and the Rice 
nigsioner in Burma.

authority to arrange for the purchase and despatch of foodstuffs from one 
province to another. 

6 The Foodstuffs Commissioner will enter on his functions at the 
beginning of November, and the Governor-General in Council has selected 
for this post Mr. M. M. 8. Gubbay, 6.8.1, C.LE,, by reason of his financial 
experience and ability, and his successful management of the somewhat 
analogous Wheat Scheme of 1915-16. Pending the assumption of his duties 
by Mr. Gubbay, steps are being taken to give such immediate effect as is 
possible to the scheme formulated in this Resolution.

The Secdnd Class shall consist of a Cross which shall be of the same 
form and size as in the First Class, but shall be of frosted silver and shall 
have superimposed thereon a Maltese Cross enamelled red not exceeding 
half its dffhensions, the centre having thereon in relief the Royal and 
Imperial & . The reverse shall have inscribed on the arms thegeof the 
words Faith, Hope, Charity and the date of the institution of the original 
Decoration,“and shall bear in the centre in relief the Royal and Imperial 
Cipher and Crown. 


Secondly :I'he Cross in either Class shall be attached to a dark blue 
nor edged red of one inch in width, tied in a bow and worn on the left 
shoulder.

What may be described as the standard wage is admittedly low, 
and it is difficult to explain to the coolies that this can be earned by a 
hours’ work, and that the diligent coolie can, if he wishes, earn tional 
w which compare favourably with those paid by other industries. Even 
without raising the standard wage the Board think that an improvement 
would be effected if each estate were to furnish its garden-sardars with a 
statement in the vernacular of the recruiting district setting forth the 
advantages which it has to offer, not only in the matter of re r wages, 
ticca, and bonuses, but also as regards housing, medical attendance, leave, 
sick and pregnant allowances, fuel, the supply of rice at reduced rates when 
prices are high, the provision of garden plots and rice lands, and facilities 
‘or the formation of hamlets of coolies of the sume caste. This has often 
been recommended and the Assam Labour Enquiry Committee laid consider- 
able stress on the advantages of advertisement in paragraph 65 of their 
report, The suggestion has not. however, been acted upon up to the present, 
at least to any great extent.

This confusion is certain to Tcctaen: as itis — 
that some of the existing Provident societies which call themselves Life 
ssurance Companies will disappear. Moreover, the rules under the Pro- 
videut Insurance Societies Act which have been adopted by nearly all 
the local Governments provide that no new Society subject to that Act may 
be started with a name im which the words “life insurance” or “life 
assurance ” occur, About twelve years ago there were about 1,200 Provident 
Insurance societies in existence in India. Now about 45 remain, The 
unsound ones were very similar to the dividing societies whose methods I 
have dealt with in previous issues of these returns. The essential difference 
between a Life Assurance Company and a Provident Insurance Society is 
that the company is subject to the Life Act and not to the Provident Act, if 
under insurances payable at the death or survivance of any oue life, it 
undertakes either to pay sums which in the aggregate exceed Rs. 500 or 
receive “Sagem which in the aggregate exceed Rs. 25 in any one year 
where the period for which the premiums are payable is unlimited, or 
Rs 250 altogether where such period is limited. If, as may happen in the 
case*of a dividing society, the sum assured is not fixed but may in certain 
contingencies exceed Ks. 500, the society is subject to the Life Act.

New Companies. 


The Mysore Government Security Life and Marriage Assurance Compan J, 
Mysore, has become subject to the provisions of the Life Act This 
Company’s head office is in the Native State of Mysore. The Mysore Govern- 
ment is, however, in no way concerned with the Company and by a 
Notification, dated the 23rd December 1914, published in the Mysore Gazette, 
it announced that the use of the words’“ Mysore Government” in the 
name of the company did not mean that the Mysore Government authorized 
its formation or in any way supervised its business. 

This Mysore company for about « year past has endeavoured to transact 
insurance business of the Dividing Society type in British India. By 
keeping its life assurance contracts within the limits prescribed for Provident 
Societies, it first of all escaped compliance with the Life Act and by only 
having canvassers working in British India and so restricting their powers 
it endeavoured to escape compliance with the provisions of the Provident 
Insurance Societies Act. On being informed that this could not be done it 
has decided to issue policies which make it*subject to the Life Act. 

Only one other company, viz., the Indian Allied Life Insurance Company, 
Limited, which has recently been established at Allahabad, has become 
subject to the Life Act during the year. This issue, however, contains no 
particulars of either of the above mentioned companies.

Liquidation. 


Since the passing of the Life Act the following eighteen Indian Life 
Assurance Companies have gone into liquidation, This was rendered neces- 
sary in the majority of the cases by financi 1 difficulties brought about 
by insurance business. having been transacted on the dividing society 
principle. Under this system the sum assured is not fixed but depends 
each year ov a division of a portion of the premium income amongst the 
policies which have become claims; usually the premitm is the same for 
all ages at entry and there is no medical examination. —

Many of the above mentioned companies must regret that they ever 
undertook such business. Notwithstanding the protestations contained imthe 
prospectuses of the companies as to the soundness and advantage of the various 
schemes of dividing insurance, it has, I consider, been the curse of insurance 
enterprise in India. I trust that the well-wishers of Indian insurance com- 
panies willimpress.on Directors the necessity of avoiding all forms of dividing 
society business and other forms of insurance not based on actuarial 
principles. The following threet Life Assurance companies are the only 
ones Which now issue policies on the dividing principle :— 

1. All India and Burma Provident Fund of Bangalore. 
2. Hindustan Assurance and Mutual Benefit Society of Gujranwala. 
8. Sind Hindu Provident Funds Society of Hyderabad, Sind. 


In every case where any of these nine companies has guaranteed a 
minimum benefit in respect of each policy, that minimum amount is all that 
is now being paid. Although this is very much less than many policyholders 
were originatly led to expect, it is more than some of the companies can now 
afford to pay. Companies transacting life insurance on the dividing prin- 
ciple must revise that it entails more than a liability for the period 
ordinarily covered by the premiums paid and that it is imperative to build 
up a reserve on actuarial principles to ensure payment of the benefit guaran- 
teed at death or on survivance. Inthe early years the premium should be 
more than sufficient to meet the risk run by the Company after meeting 
current expenses; in the later years,-however, the risk increases as the life 
assured becomes older and ultimately exceeds the amount of the premium. 
Unless therefore a reserve has been formed in the early years, the company 
will get into financial difficulties.

Provident Fund deductions. 


70, The net amount payable to the payees shall be drawn in one ¢ 

For the amount of Provident Fund deductions and contributions ee 
voucher shall be drawn up inclading, if necessary, the deductions and contri- 
butions on several bills and showing merely the total deductions and contri- 
butions on account of each salary bill. The amount of this voucher shall. be 
paid in cash or by cheque as the case may be in the Post Office Savings Bank. 
These remittances to the Savings Bank should, whenever possible, be made 
between the Ist and 4th of each month in order that interest may accrue for 
the month of deposit. 


Arrear Bills. 


71. Arrear pay shall not be drawn in the ordinary monthly bill, but in a 
separate bill, with a quotation of the bill from which the charge was omitted 
or withheld or on which it was refunded by deduction, or of any special order 
granting a new allowance. Such bills may be presented at any time and may 
include as many items as are necossury, but they shall be supported by a 
certificate from ‘the head of the office that the amount was not paid before. 

72. When the bills are paid the number and date of the voucher shall 
be noted on the original bill from which the charge was withheld or omitted 
or in which it was refunded, against the item concerned in order to prevent a 
second claim from being entertained. ; 


Distribution of Salaries. 


73. Every District Board employé shall give a receipt with date in the 
appropriate column on the Form No. 16 for the sum paid to him and shall 
in the case’ of sums exceeding Rs. 20, affix a receipt stamp before signing. 
The cost of such receipt stamp must be borne by the person who xeceived 
the money and not by the District Board. Employés unable to write shall 
make their mark and shall be paid in the presence of the Vice-Chairman or 
some responsible officer, Who shall record a certificate to that effect. 

74. The drawer of the bill is personally responsible for every salary . 
drawn on a bill signed by him until he has paid it to the persons entitled to 
receive it, and has had the acquittance roll signed and if necessary, stamped 
by the payee. If the payee does not present himself before the end of the 
month, the amount drawn for him shall be refunded by short drawal in the 
next bill; his salary can be drawn anew under rule 71 when he presents 
recat to receive it. Pay shall not in any circumstances be placed in 
deposit. 

75. The drawer of the bill shall not readjust the salaries of the estab- 
lishment by giving one officer more and another less, than the sanctioned pay 
of his post, nor shall he distribute the pay of an absentee otherwise than as 
provided by any general or special orders of the Board. 


~ . Records of Service. 


76. (1) A service-book in Form No. 19, printed in English and the 
Vernacular, shall be supplied, at his own cost, to every employé holding a 
substantive appointment on the permanent establishment of a District 
Board. It auatt bs kept in the custody of the Chairman, whose signature as 
well as that of the employé on the first page shull be attested every five years. 
_ (2) The service-book is a contemporary record of the employé’s official 
life, including leave of every description, every period of suspension from 
employment, and every other interruption of service, with full details of its 
duration. Every entry relating thereto shall. be. written across the page and 
by the Shoimmenanen Vv hairman, or the Secretary. 
. As s the District Engineer, the record of his services will be

veggury entry is made, especially in regard to beay 1, but it is 
prey ay of each employé to remind the Chairman, Vice-Chairiith or 
Secretary, when any entry is necessary and to see that his own sérvice- 
book is properly written up and attested. It should be carefully explained 
to each employé that, unless he does so, there may be a difficulty hereafter in 
verifying his service when his claim to pension shall come to be investigated 
and considered, Service-books, shall be introduced and kept up, whether 
rules for the grant of pensions and gratuities have been framed or not, 


Annual Establishment Return. 


79. At the time of preparing the pay bill for March in each year, a 
detailed statement of the permanent pensionable establishment existing on 
the Ist April shall be prepared. in Form No. 21 and transmitted to the 
Accountant-General direct not later than the 15th May. In preparing the 
statement the following instructions shall be carefully observed :— 


(a) The name, designation, and pay of every oflicer, clerk, or menial 
servant holding a permanent pensionable appointment, 
whether on duty or absent on leave or deputation, or under 
suspension, shall be distinctly shown. 

(b) The date of birth, of appointment to present post, and of promo- 
tion to present pay of each person should be entered in the 
appropriate columns of the statement; the date of the birth by 
Christian era shall be given, and, if the exact date is not 
known, the approximate date or year shall be stated. 

(c) he name of any person acting in an appointment, as well as the 
acting allowance paid to him shall be shown in the column 
“Name of incumbent” beneath the name of the absentee for 
whom he is officiating. 

(d) If the acting incumbent holds a permanent appointment upon 
another establishment, the fact shall be stated. 

(e) A detailed statement in Form No. 22 shall be given at the foot of 

the original return, Form No 21, showing new names of officers 

which are not found in the return of the previous year, and 
when these-new names include those of persons who have 
entered the service of the District Board for the first time, the 
particulars of their previous service and the rules or orders 
under which their service qualifies for pension shall be given. 

Columns are also provided in Form No, 22 for information 

required in regard to the names of officers which appeared in 

Form No. 21 of the previous year, but are now omitted, as also 

regarding officers who have been on leave, other than privilege 

leave, or under suspension, during the previous year. In the 
case of any who have been under suspension, a note is 
required stating whether it has been expressly declared that 
the period of suspension shall count.as service qualifying for 

: pension. 

(f) If any person on the establishment is a Government pensioner, or 
is not the servant of the District Board solely, the fact shall be 
noted in the statement. If he be an officer transferred from 
the pensionable service of Government, for whose pension 
contribution is»paid, a note shall be entered against his name 
to the effect “ Contribution paid to Government for pension”. 


When completed in accordance with the preceding instructions, the 
statement shall be carefully checked with the service-books, as it will be the 
authority by which hereafter pension claims will be tested by the | 
Accountant-General. é 


Pensions and Gratuities. 


Application for pension or gratuity where rules for the grant of the same 
have been framed and sanctioned. . ap 


80. When an officer applies for an invalid pension or y he shall 
_-be referred, if his age he less than 60 years,to the Medical Giicer in chars 
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of the civil station of the district for medical examination. After he has 
-jeen declared by the Medical Officer to be unfit for further service, he shall 
not be retained in active service, pending a decision on his application for 
pension. Service after the date of the medical certificate does not count for 
ension. 
4 81. After the medical certificate of incapacity for further service has 
peen received, an application for pension or gratuity in Form No. 23 shall be 
drawn up, and the applicant’s service detailed in page 2 of the form verified 
from office records, and the result of the verification noted in the column 
provided for the purpose, 

82. In the case of pensions or gratuities other than invalid, the appli- 
cant’s services shall be verified, and the form of application filled up in the 
same way. as in the case of an invalid pension, when the application for 
pension or gratuity is made by the applicant. 

83. The Chairman shall certify on the application whether the character, 
conduct, and past services of the applicant are such as to entitle him to the 
favourable consideration of the District Board. If the application is for 
pension on the superior scale, he shall enter all periods of leave, suspension, 
etc. Which are not reckoned as service. He shall also record his opinion 
whether the service claimed has been established and shall be admitted or not, 

84. The application in Form No, 23, with the applicant’s service-book, 
his last pay-certificate, the medical certificate of incapacity for further service 
(if the application is for an invalid pension), and the documents relied upon 
for the verification of the service claimed, will then be forwarded to the 
Accountant-Géneral, who will return the papers with a certificate as to 
whether the service claimed has been duly proved, and whether the pension 
applied for is admissible under the rules. 

85. The application, with the Accountant-General’s certificate and the 
other papers, will next be laid before the members of the District Board in 
meeting for sanction. ’ 


Payment of pensions and gratuities granted under sanctioned rules, 


86, When the payment ofa pension or gratuity has been sanetioned 
by the District Board, the amount, if it be a gratuity, may be paid ina single 
sum; but if it be pension, it shall ordinarily be paid monthly to the pen- 
sioner in person at the office of the District Board on an authority issued 
in Form No, 24. 

87, A pensioner not residing in the district in which he was employed 
may draw his pension by agent without appearing in person on production 
of the certificates required by the Civil Service Regulations, article 946. In 
such a case the District Board’shall obtain every year some proof indepen- 
dent of the. certificate, through the police or the officers of the Board of the 
district in which the pensioner resides, or otherwise, that he is actually alive. 
The District Board may pay a pensioner by postal money-order in any case 
in which hardship would arise if the pensioner were required to attend in 
person at the Distriet Fund office : 

Provided :— 


(1) that the pensioner requests the Board in writing to remit the 
money in this manner; 

(2) that the remittance is made at the sole risk of the pensioner and at 
his cost; and

Status in regard to Travelling Allowance. 


115. (1) District Engineers will, for the purpose of travelling allowance, 
be regarded as officers of the first class irrespective of their pay.
